Then 2000 or 3000 
women cried to Queen Marie Antoin- 
nette for bread—here, over 100,000 
women (besides the 150,000 children) 
starved for want of it, and fought 
each other like wild beasts for it when 
one of the far too few free bread carts 
came along. That's what a strike of 
this magnitude means, win or lose. 
The same thing would be easily pos- 
sible in New York, Chicago or either 
of our larger cities today. | , 

Even here, in prosperous Los An- 
eles, great suffering would foliow the 
firet two or three weeks of a genera! 
strike, should such foolishly (all 
strikes are foolish,) be entered into. 

, it takes but two er three 
weeks to exhaust the relief funds of 
the labor unions, under the heavy calls 
of a general strike anywhere. A term 
in jail at hard labor would be all too 
good for union labor leaders who rush 
their followers into strikes blindly. A 
strike, without public opinion over- 
whelmingly behind it (as in this case 
in London.) is industrial suicide. | Not 
industrial suicide for the strike fond 
ers and agitators, but for the workers 
(and their families,) who are led by 
false promises and intangible expecta- 
tiona, into striking. After the strike 
begins the passions of the strikers ar 
inflamed by the violent harangues o 
the leaders, till the cry, “Father, 
am hungry,” falls on deaf ears. When 
men are inflamed (as in London) to 
that stage they cease being men, and 
violence is a natural and lamentable 
result. Ninety-five thousand men were 
idie during this strike, all the prin- 
cipal labor unions have been made 
bankrupt and widespread havoc has 
been wrought, all to no purpose what- 
ever. No more wages and not even 
thet fool thi called “recognition of 
the union.” t is a thousand pitics 
that the designing men—Gosling, Til- 
lett, Mann and others—who caused all 
this suffering and trouble, can not be 
punished by the law for their really 
criminal actions. The utter failure of 
this strike is the worst blow union 
labor in England has ever brought 
upon itself; worse than the coal strike 
of 1893 and the dock strike of 1888; 
or the frightful strike In the bullding 
trades in 1867, which latter the writer 
of thie article went through. 

The authorities throughout Ger- 
many are urging all building depart. 
ments and contractors to hurry their 
operations as fast as possible because 
of the dark outlook as to labor 
troubles tn the building Industry dur- 
ing the coming year. It is feared that 
there will be a complete paralysis of 
the industry through strikes and lock- 
outs as soon as the present working 
agreements expire. Employers refuse 
to extend the present agreements be- 
yond next April and the indications 
are that they then will show a united 
front against the demands of the 
workers for more wages. The firat 
sign of the predicted trouble came 
fast Thureday in Berlin with a lockout 
of 990 roof tile lavers. 

Tn England, representatives of 
twenty mining districts, protest to 
Prime Minister Asquith as to_inade- 
quacy of the minimum rates of wages 
fixed by the joint boards, ‘created by 
the act of Parliament which was sup.

HE arrival of the new 1913 Win- 

ton Six last week has resulted in 

several busy days around Twelfth 
and Flower streets. The wW. D. How- 
ard Company has been the center of 
a large crowd of motor enthusiasts 
who wanted to inspect the newest cre- 
ation of this veteran automobile man- 
ufacturer. 

Beauty of body design and an abun- 
Gance of comfort are the keynotes of 
the new Winton. There are no radi- 
cal changes In the miechanicaj con- 
struction of the new Winton cars. The 
principal work has been in refine- 
ments and the result hes been the 
most elegant of ali Winton models. 

W. D. Howard expects shipments to 
follow with little delay and deliveries 
will be made in the order of receipt 
Of orders. All the distinctive Winton 
Six features have been retained. The 
Winton has been the forerunner of 
many features which are rapidly be- 
coming standard. The Winton was 
equipped with a self starter five years 
azo and the working parts were en- 
closed the year following. The low 
appearance is retained and the riding 
qualities make it one’ of the most 
comfortable of automobiles, 

The horse power A.L.A.M. rating is

Another feature of the 
Winton is the attachment which pro- 
vides air at all times for the tires.
